He keeps them in his cutcing 4 room so he deesn’t have te 
send out for a reprint the next dey, or for -- you know 
what they cakhl a dupe paek, he uses the actual three £2) 
you wilk often cdo a film sometines, yesterday for ae 2 
running up and down this ailey in a car at fuil speed and backing 
it up and down, sereeching of brakes and ail this Sour, and 
fighting the crowds that, when they realized a movic was being 
made, were all over the place. We didn't have enough officers, 

we didn't have enough barriers, and it was a mad day, to Say the 
least. And I did some scenes over eleven times because people 
weuld be in the crowd and the shot wouldn't be any good.
